PUBLISHERS) ADVERTISING, reviews and com- 
ments by prominent critics, and,—of course, 
that perennial interest of readers in publica- 
tions hot-off-the-press,—all help the book- 
seller to sell new books. Aggressive dealers 
plan window displays featuring these books 
and tie up promotion with current book 
publicity. And if these energetic sales efforts 
are combined with careful and intelligent 
purchasing, turnover figures on this stock are 
comparatively high. 

Best sellers are godsends to the bookseller 
today who is struggling to keep up gross 
sales. However, as he looks over his records 
for net profit, he realizes that the serious 
problem for him right now is not so much 
the sale of current books, but of those older 
books, books which may be termed staple 
stock. Many of these books are books with- 
out which the general bookstore would not 
be a general bookstore——books by recog- 
nized authors, important reference books, 
books for the home library. There will be 
some titles which represent a special enthu- 
siasm on the part of the buyer, resulting in 
(oo generous reorders. Others may be those 
single copies of books which are so often lost 
sight of among the piles of more popular 
titles. Many of them will have cost marks 
indicating that they were purchased several 
years ago. In more prosperous times, they 
might be dismissed as steady but slow-mov- 
ing stock. Today, however, when all book 
sales are below par, the bookseller must find 
some way to convert this inventory into cash. 

A half price sale has often seemed the only 
answer, but before accepting such losses, why 


not try out a series of special displays in an 
attempt to revive new interest in these 
books? The following suggestions might be 
carried out simultaneously throughout the 
store, offering some price inducement, and 
giving a new angle to a clearance sale. On 
the other hand the ideas could be used for 
special windows featuring staple stock, fol- 
lowed up by conspicuous displays inside the 
store. It might be worthwhile to select a 
table or a group of shelves in a good location 
as permanent exhibit space for a series of 
attractively-arranged weekly displays of sta- 
ple stock titles, throughout the next few 
months. 

Use signs generously and change them fre- 
quently. If a dealer has a very simple defi- 
nite scheme in mind, it is not expensive to 
have signs made, and very often a staff 
member can produce attractive lettering. 
Even signs handwritten with a large crayon 
are effective if prepared in an even script. 
The secret of successful display signs is of 
course first legibility, then some uniformity, 
that is, in shape, size, color, or style. In ar- 
ranging a store-wide sale or exhibit, the lead- 
ing signs must be printed and then the 
smaller handwritten cards used for special 
sales captions and suggestions.

Little Man, What Now? 


IN THE NOT TOO DISTANT FUTURE a book will 
be published by Simon and Schuster, a trans- 
lation of a German book which has met with 
considerable success in Germany. The title 
of my article is a literal translation from the 
German title and it expresses more or less 
what we all feel. Namely: that question of 
the new deal, the forgotten man and all the 
worries that assail the great majority of the 
population which have to get along as well as 
possible on a greatly reduced budget. In 
other words: “Little Man, What Now?” At 
the time this article goes to press we will 
have a new administration and we will be 
standing as it were at the beginning of a new 
era. This new era will begin to manifest 
itself in windows as well as everywhere else. 
The keynote will be Economy. Economy in 
books, too, and perhaps it might be a good 
thing to stress this phase of our new outlook. 
Some of us may want to hold a spring clean- 
ing and get some of our old stock out of the 
way, by advertising book sales in our win- 
dows, by placing cheaper books on display 
and publicizing those books on which the 
publishers have spent extra efforts to make 
them as inexpensive as possible to meet the 
public’s demand. 

On the other hand everybody seems to be 
at a loss as to what is going to happen. Of 
late a professor has explained the jig-saw 
puzzle craze as a sort of substitute for scratch- 
ing one’s head when one is in a quandary. 


He calls it a moron occupation which re- 
quires little mental effort on the part of the 
solver. Of course the whole of our civiliza- 
tion has in spite of its increasing complexity 
gone through a process of simplification. 
Books have reflected this attitude. Ever since 
the publication of Will Durant’s “Story of 
Philosophy” the market has been deluged 
with knowledge and information which bears 
a close resemblance to predigested breakfast 
foods and gilded pills. We did not draw our 
own conclusions, other people did that for us, 
we were too busy making money or spending 
the money we had made. During the last 
three years all this has changed. Being caught 
in the meshes of the depression we are all 
looking for some way out, whether it be 
through forgetfulness or a pathetic seeking 
for the truth and revaluation of all those 
tenets which we had come to hold as dear 
as life itself. At first this seeking for the 
truth resulted in the negative phase of the 
de-bunking books, but being sick of seeing 
things around us destroyed we are seeking 
values which are not necessarily new values, 
but true values. It has probably taken me a 
long time to get where I wanted to come to, 
but here we are if you have had the patience 
to follow me thus far. There are six books 
which I would like to mention in this re- 
spect and which might thus be advertised 
in your windows: 
Revaluation of sociology: ANN VickERs. 
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Revaluation of economics: THe ComINc 
STRUGGLE FOR Power. 

Revaluation of foreign relations and di- 
plomacy: BritisH AGENT. 

Revaluation of wit: ONE More Sprine. 

Plea for intellectual honesty with oneself: 
Tue BupincTon oF Buvp. 

Revaluation of history: Revotution 1776. 

I simply cite these books as examples of 
what I personally feel about these very 
thought-provoking and highly entertaining 
books. Nobody can have read these books, 
no matter what his or her personal opinions 
on the subject might be, whether agreeing or 
disagreeing with the authors, without feeling 
an enriched person. From your point of view 
this selection may be quite arbitrary. But 
there is one exceedingly essential thing, 
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through our windows as well as by othe 
means we must teach people to think in 
terms of books. This is of course only one 
of many ways to sell books, but we can 
thereby show the imaginative thought-pro. 
voking element of our windows. 

That which provokes Thought, Make; 
Friends for a Bookstore. That at least has 
been my experience in the book business, | 
still have the happy illusion that drugstores 
will not be able to supersede bookstores as 
long as these make the effort to sell books 
instead of handing them out. In this your 
window can prove exceedingly helpful. 

There is one very hopeful sign in the book 
business, newspapers as well as magazines 
are waking up to the fact that there might 
be something in books after all. The great

I doff my hat to these pioneers in an 
attempt to make the advertising and publicity 
given to books nation-wide. 

Well, now let me get off my high horse 
and come down to brass tacks. But before I 
go into the future and description of posters 
on books to be published, and already pub- 
lished, I would like to say a word in praise 
of the magnificent display Dodd, Mead fur- 
nishes with the new Shaw book. It is per- 
fect. Considering the great G. B. S.’s immi- 
nent though short visit to these shores it may 
be a good thing to display his “Adventures 
of the Black Girl in Her Search for God” in 
your windows. 

Harper’s has a new idea in posters. Their

Business Is Based on Faith 


BusINEss Is BASED on faith and credit, and 
both have been given vicious blows. We 
have lost faith in many of our leaders and 
now have lost, for the time being, our usual 
sources of credit, the banks. 

“First of all,” said President Roosevelt in 
his inaugural address, “the only thing we 
have to fear is fear itself. In every dark hour 
of our national life a leadership of frankness 
and vigor has met with understanding and 
support of the people.” And, as if to prove 
beyond possible doubt that the economic crisis 
was the most critical in our history, Inaugura- 
tion Day marked a closing of all the banks 
of the country with resulting recourse to 
clearing house scrip and plans for bank 
reorganization which are before Congress as 
we go to press. 

With a banking system so faulty that 
hundreds of banks failed even in the best of 
business years and thousands in this past year 
of real difficulties, we may well criticize our 
leaders who have seen no way to improve the 
situation until the cloud of moratoriums 
closed around the thousands of personal and 
business checking accounts. 

As banking machinery again gets into 
operation our first need is to build up con- 
fidence without which no extended commerce 
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can be conducted. In this reconstruction, the 
bookstore has both a commercial and a social 
part to play. It has a commercial part to 
play in continuing to adjust its income to its 
outgo in order that its business structure js 
not further weakened, and a social part to 
play, because books. hold the keys to right 
thinking and right action which our country 
is called upon rapidly to undertake. Books 
are diversion and relaxation; they are also 
the source of better ideas on business, on 
economics, on commerce, on banking. We 
are in a period of plain living and hard 
thinking. The bookstores which have always 
given the former to its owners were never 
better equipped than now to supply the latter 
to the public. 


A New Trade Slogan 


First RATE ADVICE for the book lover is em- 
bodied in the slogan “Brush your brains once 
a day. See your bookseller once a week” 
which has been coined for the Saturday Eve- 
ning Post campaign of book advertising for 
four publishers. The slogan has a strong 
flavor of Pepsodent, but it is mighty sound 
advice and will catch the eyes of many thov- 
sands of readers. It might not be a bad idea 
for the bookstores to pick this up and put it 
into their windows in larger form. A dozen 
years ago A. Edward Newton coined in an 
article in the Adtlantic the slogan, “Buy a 
book a week” which was caught up by the 
booktrade and became the incentive to the 
first national promotion campaign of the pub- 
lishers. Here is the same idea elaborated and 
made more specific, a slogan which appeals 
to the constant human interest in self-im- 
provement which has been the basis of the 
long promotion program of the “Five Foot 
Bookshelf,” and it points to action at the 
bookstore which is highly salutary at all 
times and in all campaigns. 


New Aid to- Bookfinding 


Users or THE Publishers’ Weekly and its 
service of book information will have noted 
this month the new plan to extend the use- 
fulness of the “Weekly Record” by carrying 
two-letter symbols representing the principal 
classification of books. These symbols are at 
the right of the author line and in the same 
bold type so that they easily catch the ey¢ 
and supply a quick cue to what books are 
available in these most active classifications. 
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The symbols are so easily recognizable—Fi 
ior Fiction, Ju for Juvenile, Re for Religion, 
etcthat the user will not have to refer after 
the first few times to the key and thus the 
ymbols will be easily usable. Translations 
fom foreign languages are indicated by stars. 

These classifications are according to the 
groupings used in monthly and annual sum- 
maries of the Publishers’ Weekly and are the 
ones used in many other countries by inter- 
national agreement. They are much closer 
to the common classifications as found in the 
bookstore and recognized by book buyers 
than the more detailed classifications of the 
Dewey Decimal system. Books that do not 
readily fall into the most used groups are 
not classified, as these symbols would be of 
less help to bookselling. 

The practical suggestion to the user of the 
“Weekly Record” is this: That, if a store has 
certain lines of special interest or customers 
with special desires, as the “Weekly Record” 
is received it is very simple to find the new 
books issued during the week that fall into 
certain groups, some of which might have 
been overlooked by the buyer. For example, 
the manager of the children’s department 
runs an eye quickly down the right-hand col- 
umns for the symbol Ju and in a few min- 
utes notes all the new books that fall into this 
grouping. Some of these may be needed to 
freshen stock. The person in charge of the 
Fiction counter or the rental library does the 
same for Fiction under the symbol Fi and 
notes reprints as well as new books. Another 
salesman has customers interested in Fine 
Arts, and the newest titles can be located in 
amoment. The same is true in serving cus- 
tomers interested in Music, Business Books, 
Poetry, Sport, etc. 

Booksellers with classified lists of customers 
will be reminded of announcements they can 
make which would create orders when new 
books are called to the attention of particular 
customers. It is to be noted that the “Weekly 
Record” has always listed books when issued, 
so that all the descriptions of the books are 
accurate and the bookseller can be assured 
that the books are ready and not simply in 
Prospect. The fact that this “Record” is as 
complete a record as can be made of books 
in general trade channels makes it the basis 
‘or list making and American bibliography 
of fundamental importance to the country 
and to the industry. 
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Besides this “Record of New Books,” the 
Publishers’ Weekly has long recognized the 
necessity of making available the most com- 
plete advance information in order that the 
bookseller can answer advance inquiries or 
can begin to build up sales for the most im- 
portant publications. To the old system of 
Spring and Fall Announcement Numbers, 
which are the Bibles of the trade, has been 
added a Summer Announcement Number, 
which will be issued on June 1st. To this, 
also, has been added the systematic weekly 
forecast of books in the “Form-Sheet,” cover- 
ing titles that are most likely to be active 
in the immediate weeks ahead. 

It is hoped that the steady improvement of 
trade tools in the American booktrade based 
on suggestions of booksellers, publishers and 
libraries will be of increased assistance in 
bringing as many as possible of the books 
published to every person who has need of 
or can purchase them. 


Joint Board Plans Discussion of 
Poster Distribution 


THE proposaL made by Ken McCormick in ° 
his article “Please Send Posters” in the Febru- 
ary 18th issue of the Publishers’ Weekly, that 
steps be taken to reduce the waste in poster 
distribution has been placed on the agenda 
of the Joint Board of Publishers and Book- 
sellers for- discussion at the next meeting, 
March 21st. Mr. McCormick suggested in 
his article that a central board be established 
to act as a sort of clearing house for poster 
distribution, which might collect and file the 
names of all bookshops with their approxi- 
mate window space and layout advantages, 
allowing the bookseller to subscribe for as 
many posters as he thinks he could use dur- 
ing a year. 

Every person who has been connected with 
retail bookselling is aware of the fact that 
there is waste in poster distribution. To 
many bookshops posters are essential for 
proper display; others are limited in space or 
else have devised other means of display. To 
them posters are unnecessary and are only 
discarded when received. Obviously, with 
the cost of adequate posters so high, some 
sort of control is essential if the distribution 
of posters is to be continued. This is a fruit- 
ful subject for discussion and we are glad to 
see that the Joint Board recognizes it as such. 





“Eve Stuart” née Emma Mills 


More Than 1000 Celebrities Have Been Presented by Miss Mills, Who 
Has Sponsored 65 Book and Play Luncheons

It was FROM ALEc Waucu at luncheon in 
London two or three years ago that I first 
heard the name of Emma Mills. 

“Do you mean to say that you are a pub- 
lisher and have never heard of Emma 
Mills?” he asked with surprise. 

“But I am with a Boston house,” I ex- 
plained. 

“All the more reason,” he continued, “that 
you should know her and let your authors 
profit by the publicity that she can give 
them. She impressed me so much that I am 
putting her into my next book. She’s really 
an important person, and many people will 
. bear me out. If you don’t believe me, ask 
Selma Robinson when you get back.” 

I did so, and within five minutes Miss 
Robinson had Miss Mills on the telephone 
and was making an appointment. 

In Alec Waugh’s “That American 
Woman,” published by Farrar and Rinehart, 
Emma Mills goes by the name of “Eve Stu- 
art,” but the identity is unmistakable, and 
nowhere has her unique service to books and 
authors been more aptly hit off. 

The hero of the novel, Gordon Carruthers, 
a young English novelist in New York, is 
introduced by his publisher to “Eve Stuart,” 
and immediately invited to appear at one of 
the gatherings. “Eve Stuart,” comments Mr. 
Waugh, “might be said to have harnessed the 
desire of rich and leisured people to meet, 
see, and listen to prominent personalities, with 
the readiness of those prominent personalities 
to be entertained and receive publicity. Her 
activities consisted in the main of literary 
mornings at the Plaza and monthly Books 
and Play luncheons at the Biltmore. At the 
weekly mornings, Miss Stuart would address 
a group of some hundred fashionable 
women, discussing the newest books and the 
newest writers. Her summers were spent in 
Europe making contacts, finding out what 
authors would be in America during the 
spring and autumn, obtaining information 


about those that weren’t. She usually ar- 
ranged to have a couple of visiting writers at 
her mornings. She would introduce them 
and they would speak on some self-selected 
topic. The Biltmore luncheons were also 
subscribed for in advance. At each lunch 
there were five to seven speakers and some 
half dozen others on the platform. Usually 
some subject was chosen for discussion and 
each speaker would be introduced with ref- 
erence to that discussion. . . . 

“Eve Stuart did well a job that was well 
worth doing. She gave good value. Her 
luncheons and her mornings were well stage- 
managed. The right foils were chosen for the 
right speakers. She called the attention of 
genuine book-buyers to work whose qualities 
they might otherwise have overlooked. For 
the authors whose assistance she requisi- 
tioned, she arranged pleasant parties under 
pleasant auspices. At the end of two months, 
Gordon Carruthers felt that as regards valu- 
able publicity he had received more help 
from Eve Stuart than from anyone else in 
New York... .” 

More than a thousand celebrities, about 
nine hundred of whom have been authors, 
have been presented by Miss Mills who, since 
1919, has sponsored sixty-five Book and Play 
Luncheons. At the close of each season she 
gives an Actors, Authors, and Artists Dinner, 
with sixty or seventy at the guest table, and 
frequently as many as seven hundred persons 
present. Recently a Junior Book and Play 
group has been organized and, through the 
cooperation of Miss Belle Green, meets at the 
Morgan Library. This year the Literary 
Mornings have been extended to Boston, 
with four lectures at the Hotel Statler, where 
Miss Mills has introduced Mrs. Belloc: 
Lowndes, Leonora Speyer, John Langdon- 
Davies, Valentine Williams, Julia Peterkin 
and others. In addition to her other activ 
ties, Miss Mills serves as a member of the 
board of directors of the Poetry Society of 
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America, and this winter acted as chairman 
of the dinner committee for the Annual Din- 
ner at the Hotel Delmonico in January. 

The interest attendant upon the arrival of 
, foreign author has led Miss Mills to present 
an imposing array of European writers, 
many of whom she has 
previously met abroad. 
Among those who have 
appeared before her 
groups are Lion Feucht- 
wanger, Gerhart Haupt- 
mann, Luigi Pirandello, 
AE, James Stephens, Ra- 
bindranath ‘Tagore, Ja- 
cinto Benavente, Walter 
de la Mare, André Mau- 
rois, Frank Swinnerton, 
and Philip Guedalla. This 
does not mean, however, 
that she has _ discrimi- 
nated against native writ- 
ers or takes less interest 
in their work. Osbert 
Sitwell, for instance, may 
find himself sitting next 
to Willa Cather, or the 
Grand Duchess Marie de- 
bating against Thomas 
Wolfe or Lyle Saxon. On one memorable 
occasion Miss Mills surprised her guests by 
introducing a chorus girl who solemnly stated 
that in the dressing room she shared with 
three others you could find “The Story of 
Philosophy,” “Lord Jim” and the plays of 
Bernard Shaw. 

Despite the publicity these gatherings have 
brought her, Miss Mills maintains that the 
most important part of her work is lecturing 
on books and authors. She believes that a 
book is the ultimate expression of an author’s 
personality and that this interrelationship 
should be driven home to readers. Whether 
at the Piping Rock Club or in the Otto Kahn 
or Willard Straight ballrooms, she is intent 
on presenting books in a fresh and lively, yet 
dignified manner, with intimate sidelights 
on, and first-hand information about, their 
authors. She speaks continually in private 
houses, preferring small and homogeneous 
gtoups to those more representative and un- 
wieldy. Rather than address her audiences, 
she converses informally with them, aiming 
(0 promote an exchange of ideas. Her lec- 
tures are on given subjects—“The Literary 
Map of Europe,” “Memoirs and Memories,” 
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“The Aftermath of Peace,” for instance—and 
only those books which have some direct 
bearing are discussed. The use of pads and 
pencils is encouraged, and at each lecture 
twenty or thirty books are used as “selling 
samples,” although no orders are taken. 
There is a story that, after 
one of the lectures, a 
member of the audience 
went into Dutton’s and 
ordered every book she 
had recommended. The 
doorman, taking the 
package out to the auto- 
mobile, complained that 
it was the heaviest bundle 
he had had to carry all 
winter. When David 
Morton’s “Ships in Har- 
bor” appeared, she en- 
dorsed it so convincingly 
that a certain woman 
gave forty-eight copies 
away for Christmas. 
When this was an- 
nounced at the next meet- 
ing, another exclaimed: 
“You have stolen my 
thunder. I bought fifty- 
two.” This was not, however, in the year 
1932, but Miss Mills looks back upon it as 
one of her big moments, as it was the line 
in Edward Marsh’s “Life of Rupert Brooke”: 
“It is not enough to love poets’ work, one 
must also buy their books,” that first deter- 
mined her sphere of activity. 

Miss Mills prides herself on having “dis- 
covered” several writers long before they be- 
came popular. She had, for example, read 
and praised the work of Charles Morgan 
whom she had met in London before he had 
started work on “The Fountain.” Francis 
Brett Young, Sylvia Townsend Warner, Gra- 
ham Greene, Edith Olivier, Alec and Evelyn 
Waugh and André Maurois are others whose 
earlier books interested her especially. 

Among the books she is discussing most 
enthusiastically this season are: “The Letters 
of D. H. Lawrence,” “Never Ask the End,” 
“The Last Adam,” “The Sleepwalkers,” 
“Public Faces,” “The Sheltered Life,” “State 
Fair,” “Conquistador,” and “Saint Saturnin.” 
“The Magic Mountain,” “Kristin Lavrans- 
datter” and other twentieth century classics 
are constantly kept before her audiences. She 
is still stressing “The Epic of America” and 
“Only Yesterday.”

Knopf Undertakes Experiment 
in Agency Distribution 


A RADICAL CHANGE in the relations between 
publisher and bookseller with expected ad- 
vantages for both parties is embodied in the 
carefully elaborated plan just being launched 
by Alfred A. Knopf, Inc. The plan has been 
worked out in detail, and the results when 
the program has been given its thorough 
testing with a group of selected accounts will 
be watched with keen interest by the whole 
trade. 

Mr. Knopf has replied to the Publishers’ 
Weekly request for a detailed statement as 
follows: 

“For as long as I can remember booksellers 
have complained that they were forced to carry 
a disproportionate amount of the risk of loss 
on any book that did not sell. Since 1930 
booksellers have been consistently reducing 
their purchases, and I think that by the end 
of 1932, publishers could fairly maintain that 
the bookseller was no longer carrying the 
burden of such risks. They have reverted 
clearly and unmistakably to the publisher. 
Nevertheless, few publishers seemed willing 
to recognize that they were either doing in 
effect a consignment business or securing 
gravely inadequate distribution. By inade- 
quate distribution, I mean a distribution too 
small to render such advertising as a pub- 
lisher can afford or a strikingly good press or 
both, reasonably effective in making sales to 
the ultimate consumer. 

“In devising my agency selling plan, I have 
recognized these facts and have tried to 
recognize as well what has much of the time 
been forgotten, that in the last analysis the 
public decides whether a book will sell or not. 
The bookseller can but rarely sell a book his 
customers don’t want and the publisher can 
even more rarely create a successful sale 
through advertising or other promotion for 
such a book. In brief, the publisher succeeds 
or fails in accordance with his skill in supply- 
ing books that the public wants. Whether 
they are good, bad or indifferent has no bear- 
ing at this particular point. 

“The scheme is admittedly an experiment 
and it has been started with less than a score 
of carefully selected booksellers from coast to 
coast. Like any serious experiment, this one 


must be kept under careful control and until | 
have had a reasonable opportunity to check 
actual results, it is not my intention to in. 
crease the number of my agents. 

“When he becomes an agent the bookseller 
agrees to keep at all times a well rounded as. 
sortment of my best titles especially displayed 
on a separate table or part of a table in his 
store. I supply him with a stock of these 
estimated to last him for a reasonable period 
of time, after which he is free to return any- 
thing remaining unsold. He agrees to receive 
a minimum number of copies of all new 
books and to display new books conspicu- 
ously for at least a certain period after pub- 
lication. He also agrees to make a quarterly 
window display of my line as a whole and to 
report books sold and remit therefor month’y. 

“T in turn place the stock in his store car- 
riage charges prepaid and also pay carriage 
charges on stock that he returns. Thus he is 
assured a profit on any Borzoi Books he sells, 
and I am assured a certain minimum prompt 
distribution and display of new titles. My 
problem obviously is to control inventory; the 
bookseller’s to keep careful records—this, | 
am convinced, he can only do by a stock con- 
trol system which we have worked out for 
him—and to report and remit promptly. Our 
agreement is embodied in an extremely com- 
petent legal contract, which we both sign 
with a full realization of what it engages 
each of us to do. 

“It is impossible to say, as yet, how the 
plan will work, but I think it reasonable to 
believe that if the bookseller cannot prosper 
under it, he cannot prosper at all. Whether 
the publisher prospers will depend, as I think 
it should, on his skill in building and exploit. 
ing his list. The days of high pressure selling 
seem to have gone for ever and I consider the 
publisher’s chief problem this year to be the 
elimination of every obstacle in the way 0! 
the free flow of books from the author to the 
reader by way of the bookseller. 

“How my agents view this plan at the 
present time is reflected in letters which ! 
have received from them. One writes that this 
‘is the most forward looking step taken by 
any publisher in the last decade. Certainly, tt 
is more than the dealer ever expected to get 
from the publisher—more than he ever dared 
ask for. The requirements you make for 
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dealer cooperation seem quite reasonable to 


me. 

“Another, ‘I am very much interested in 
your plan, which I feel may be a turning 
point in the book business. I assure you that 
we shall do all we can to make this venture 
4 success. I congratulate you on having the 
courage to try out something which is new, 
at least for this country.’ 

“Another, ‘I believe this is the first forward 
step in putting book business on a sound 
basis. | can promise you that I shall do every- 
thing in my power to support it.’ 

“Another, ‘An enormous contribution to 
the solution of the problems of the book- 
trade. You can count on our cooperation as 
long as this contract is in force.’ 

“A fifth, ‘I believe your contribution to- 
ward the solution of some of our major prob- 
lems to be the most significant, the most in- 
telligent and the most benevolently helpful 
step that has been taken by any publisher in 
years. It is not a fantastic scheme. I believe it 
will work. You have my very best wishes for 
its success and you may depend upon my 
loyal support.’ ” 


Mickey Mouse and the Pop-Ups 


EuceNE Reynat, Manager of Blue Ribbon 
Books, has just returned from Hollywood 
with an idea that is sure to be a knock-out. 
Last Christmas time Mickey Mouse books 
and Pop-ups were rivals for the first place in 
the hearts of juvenile book lovers. We are 
reminded of a poignant scene we witnessed 
in the toy department of Lord and Taylor’s 
in New York. We saw Santa Claus wander- 
ing lonely as a cloud, rather looking as if 
he were doing his own shopping, while two 
aisles away children were crowded about a 
man-sized Mickey Mouse who was dancing 
with first one and then another of his youth- 
tul admirers. 

Eugene Reynal’s idea is to combine Mickey 
Mouse and the Pop-ups by having a Mickey 
Mouse Pop-up. He spent three weeks with 
Walt Disney, the creator of Mickey, who is 
preparing new stories and pictures. These 
books, we are told, are to be something en- 
urely new. There will be two Mickeys 
priced at less than a dollar; one Mickey and 
one volume of Silly Symphonies featuring 
King Neptune and Babes in the Woods 
at less than two dollars; and a_ boxed 
set tentatively called Make-Your-Own-

Midget Library, a new idea in books for chil- 
dren, at one dollar. A new character will be 
introduced, too, Moby Duck. 

These books, like the “Pinocchio” and 
“Jack the Giant Killer” last year will be hand 
set. They will be made in four colors and 
Benday, giving a very rich effect. A number 
of new folds have been worked which will 
give the effect of greater action in the Pop- 
ups. Yet the standard of durability is to be 
kept. Out of 36,000 books sold, only 25 
were returned damaged last year. The high 
quality of the printing is largely due to the 
French trained James Dulin of the Caslon 
Press in Toledo, who supervised the work. 


Survey Shows State Publication of 
Textbooks Not Economical 


Tue STATE PUBLICATION of school books has 
not yet demonstrated its economic value and 
has shown a tendency to lower the quality 
of textbooks, according to a report in the 
United States Daily of a study made of the 
experiences of such States as Kansas and 
California, made by the School Book Com- 
mission of North Carolina. The report of 
the Committee also recommends that the 
State-adopted texts for elementary school chil- 
dren be furnished free, and that the present 
method of handling textbooks be modified 
so as to fit definitely into the scheme for 
furnishing and distributing books. 
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What Ads the Dealer Wants 


ALMOST EVERY BOOKSELLER wishes that there 
was some magic way in which publishers’ 
advertising appropriations could be expended 
so as to drive a fresh group of customers into 
his door, but everyone who studies the pub- 
lisher’s problem of expending his appropria- 
tions realizes what a harried existence the 
advertising department can lead. Naturally 
no one knows any infallible recipe for adver- 
tising effectiveness; the publisher’s ad depart- 
ment must weigh and reweigh every possible 
method. As all publishers have been in in- 
creasing contact with each other in recent 
years, they know pretty well what others have 
tried. 

A recent survey of the Century Company 
(John F. Winters of the Sales Department 
and J. A. McKaughan of the Advertising De- 
partment) throws interesting light on book 
advertising because the questions asked of 
booksellers were presented in such a way that 
very interesting answers were received. 

For the purpose of getting the booksellers’ 
opinion of national advertising mediums, the 
Century Company outlined in a compact let- 
ter the types of promotion programs that 
might be undertaken with $4,000, the initial 
advertising appropriation of G. B. Lancaster’s 
“Pageant.” $4,000, the letter stated, would 
purchase: 

4 full pages in the New York Times Book 
Review. 

13 full pages in the Saturday Review. 

7 full pages in Books of the Herald Tri- 
bune. 

2 full pages in the Adlantic, Scribner’s, 
Harper’s, American Mercury, Golden Book, 
New Republic, Nation, Forum and Outlook. 

2 columns in the Saturday Evening Post. 

100 small ads distributed in New York, 
Boston, Philadelphia, Chicago, San Fran- 
cisco and Los Angeles. 

The bookseller was asked which would 
most benefit his store. 

The replies, as analyzed by the Publishers’ 
Weekly, indicated that booksellers of all types 
scattered over the country look on the three 
New York weeklies as national mediums 
with national influence. The New York 
Times Book Supplement had by far the larg- 
est emphasis followed by Books, and the Sat- 
urday Review. To only a small extent, per- 
haps an average of one in six, was there an 
emphasis on the use of local space. About

one in six also suggested that the Saturday 
Evening Post campaign be undertaken, jt be. 
ing emphasized that this might bring in g 
new group of customers, something book. 
stores are eagerly searching for today. Most 
replies emphasized the importance of repeat 
advertising. Few suggested full pages except 
for the first ad. What most booksellers 
wanted was a large initial advertisment fol. 
lowed by repeat advertising. One booksell. 
er’s comment was specific. “We think that 
the small repeated advertisements such as 
Bobbs-Merrill used for ‘Ballerina’—one idea 
to the ad—are good selling ads. Macmillan’s 
‘Once in a blue moon’ ads for ‘Inheritance’ 
sold an unknown book and author.” The 
usual suggestion was that the repeat ads 
should be spread over about three months, 
Not without suggestiveness is the postscript 
on a reply from the Midd'e West, which ex- 
pressed the opinion that the amount to be 
appropriated should be spent on “hiring one 
good hard-boiled manuscript reader and then 
publish what is left without spending large 
sums on advertising. There would be plenty 
of books even then for the appreciative pub- 
lic.” Another reply states, “The public has 
lost confidence in publishers’ and reviewers’ 
statements.” And, to quote from still an- 
other, “The book reviews that matter are 
those that sound fresh and unbought and 
convince people more than reviews which 
sound cut and dried.” 

Booksellers apparently do their local adver- 
tising through imprint booklets, circulars, 
special letters and telephone calls and ap- 
parently rely on the. national mediums to 
stir up the general interest of the book- 
minded. 


Books Without Cash 


WitH THE News of the closing of the banks, 
two New York bookshop chains rushed ads 
into the Monday morning newspapers advis- 
ing readers that cash wouldn’t be necessary 
for the purchase of books. Brentano’s ad 
read “Brentano’s will accept checks in pay- 
ment for books or other merchandise. Books 
are a steadying influence. During this crisis 
read more good books.” Over a list of the 
New York Doubleday, Doran Book Shops 
appeared this statement: “Of course, you can 
get books without cash:—If you have 4 
charge account with us. If you have no ac 
count with us, let us tell you how to open 
one—promptly.” 
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Temporary Price Policy 


\ NEW PRICE POLICY, made necessary by the 
demoralized state of foreign exchange, has 
been adopted by the Williams & Wilkins 
Company and William Wood & Company 
of Baltimore, to apply to books which are 
imported in sheets from England. With the 
fuctuation of the Pound Sterling it has been 
impossible to price books imported in sheets 
with any great consistency, the publishers 
state. Therefore beginning March 15, books 
will be priced as if the pound were at par, 
and this price will be quoted as the “Pub- 
lished Price.” In addition, in recognition of 
the depreciated pound, a “Temporary Price” 
will be quoted which will range from 5% 
to 25° lower than the “Published Price,” 
according to the status of the pound, with al- 
lowance for the varying American costs re- 
quired to transmute sheets into books and 
distribute them. The regular discount to 
dealers will apply to the “Temporary Price” 
which will fluctuate according to the status 
of international exchange. A new price list 
of imported books, including all changes in 
price has been issued by these publishers and 
may be obtained on application. 


Home Journal Book Review 
Begins with May Issue 


“Previews oF New Books” will be the head- 
ing of the two column book department 
which the Ladies’ Home Journal will begin 
in its May number under the editorship of 
Virginia’ Kirkus. Editor Schuler acted 
promptly when Miss Kirkus presented him 
with the idea of giving his readers advance 
information about the books. Miss Kirkus’ 
method of reviewing for bookshops, developed 
irom what is known as “The New York 
Office,” gives her the opportunity to get the 
advance sheets so that the Ladies’ Home 
Journal can get material to meet their print- 
ing schedule. A dozen books will be covered 
in the May issue which will be on the news 
counters and in the bookstores by the middle 
ot April. Miss Kirkus believes in presenting 
the books so that those to whom they will be 
most suited will be able to pick their own 
Way among reading matter, and the Ladies’ 
Home Journal has given her full freedom in 
approaching her project and was so pleased 
with the first “copy” presented that other 
matter was taken out in order to get books 
into the May issue. 
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Prize Novel Contest 


THe ATLANTIC MontTHLy Press and Little, 
Brown & Co. are offering a prize of $10,000 
for “the most interesting and distinctive novel 
submitted to them on or before March rst, 
1934." The competition is open to every- 
one, without restriction. The manuscript 
must be typewritten and in English, no 
shorter than 50,000 or not longer than 200,- 
000 words, and must not have been previ- 
ously published or serialized. Translations 
are ineligible. The first Atlantic Monthly 
Prize Novel Contest was won by Mazo de la 
Roche for “Jalna” in 1927. “Peking Picnic” 
by Ann Bridge was awarded the prize last 
fall. 


Doubleday, Doran Takes Over 
Four Noel Coward Books 


Dous.epay, Doran have just added to their 
Noel Coward property which includes “Bit- 
tersweet and Other Plays,’ “Collected 
Sketches and Lyrics,” “Post Mortem,” “Pri- 
vate Lives,” “Design for Living,” “Spangled 
Unicorn” and “Cavalcade’—four books 
formerly published by Harper’s: “Easy 
Virtue,” “The Vortex,” “Hay Fever” and 
“This Was a Man.” The price of “Collected 
Sketches and Lyrics” is reduced from $2.50 
to $1.50. This makes all the Coward prop- 
erty available at $1.50 each, with the excep- 
tion of “Bittersweet and Other Plays” which 
sells for $5.00. 


Against Obscene Books 


THE Low sTATE of some of the present-day 
fiction is attacked in America, a weekly paper 
of the Roman Catholic Church, and an active 
campaign has been begun in Brooklyn to 
bring prosecution against rental libraries and 
general bookstores handling obscene litera- 
ture, such prosecution to be brought under 
the section of the penal code which makes it 
a misdemeanor to sell or give away obscene 
literature.

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Kansas Book Dealers Meeting Has 
Large Attendance 


ATTENDANCE OF MEMBERS at the 17th annual 
meeting of the Kansas Book Dealers Associa- 
tion held at the Hotel Kansan in Topeka, 
February 20th and 21st, was the second 
largest in the history of the organization, ex- 
ceeded only by that of the 1929 meeting. The 
attendance of wholesalers was the largest 
ever. Phil M. Anderson, president; L. H. 
Endacott, vice president, and Mary C. Strom- 
berg, acting secretary, presided over the meet- 
ing which developed a great deal of worth- 
while discussion concerning the individual 
and collective problems of the members. In 
addition there were addresses by school ofh- 
cials and representatives of a number of 
wholesale houses. 

Warren Wilson, vice president of the 
Snowden-Mize Drug Company of Atchison, 
after reading a paper on the menace of the 
newly developed “endless chain” type of sell- 
ing, asked that members of the association 
file a protest with the Federal Trade Com- 
mission against this type of sales promotion. 
The convention passed a resolution condemn- 
ing Kansas Senate bill No. 182, which, it was 
pointed out, would probably mean, if passed, 
that there would be no school library books 
for the coming year. A committee was ap- 
pointed to confer with the Educational Com- 
mittee of the Senate in regard to this bill. 
Dr. Thomas Clark Hinkle, author of num- 
erous horse and dog stories, spoke about 
books for school libraries, developing the fact 
that books were essential to rural schools as 
well as city schools. 

At the election of officers all the incumbent 
officers were reélected and it was agreed to 
hold the 1934 convention at the Hotel Kan- 
san, February 1gth and 2oth.

Exports of text-books made the best showing, 
a decrease of 13.8 per cent from 1931. There was a 27 per cent increase in exports of 
unbound books in sheets which go chiefly to England.

No, it’s not a 
new shade in nail polish, but the wax model 
of a hand, mounted on a velvet pedestal, with 
copies of “The Case of the Velvet Claws” 
(Morrow) grouped around it, in Whaley’s 
Book Store window. Other detective stories 
are also grouped about the central display. 
Whaley’s most popular detective stories at 
the present moment are “The Imperfect 
Crime” by Bruce Graeme (Lippincott), “The 
Devil’s Passport” by Gordon Young (Cen- 
tury), “The Clue of the Eyelash” by Carolyn

Miss McManis tells us that the recent ex- 
posure of the National City Bank scandals 
has revived sales for “Scapegoats,” now on 
the Harcourt list, in her shop and at Ball and 
Wilde. 


In the February number of the Horn Book

THosE INTERESTED in rare books—dealers and 
collectors alike—have looked forward to the 
sale of the rare Americana from the library 
of the late Levi Z. Leiter, of Chicago, with 
more or less impatience, because it is the most 
valuable sale of the season, and furnishes the 
best test of the attitude of collectors toward 
rare literary material that we have had. The 
sale occurred on February 14 and 15, at the 
American Anderson Galleries, 263 lots bring- 
ing $74,628.50, with the high average of 
$283.72 per lot. The general result can be 
summarized briefly. There was keen interest 
in the sale. The attendance was large. Bid- 
ding on the extremely rare lots was spirited. 
Buyers were conservative, but willing to 
spend money for rare and valuable material. 
Some of the common lots brought moderate 
prices, which was expected. The most valua- 
ble lots brought quite as much as the most 
optimistic had anticipated, and this should 
encourage both collectors and dealers, and 
this undoubtedly will be the result. Any one 
who carefully analyzes the prices in this sale 
will come to the conclusion that, considering 
the depression which is seriously affecting 
values of all kinds, rare literary material— 
printed and autographic—is about the most 
stable of all literary properties. A few of 
the rarer lots and the prices realized were 
the following: Thomas Jefferson’s own copy 
of his “Notes on the State of Virginia,” 8vo,

A SUBSTANTIAL PoRTION of the library of Ed- 
ward Gibbon, the historian, has turned up in 
Geneva, and there is a general discussion as 
to what should be done with it. Many feel 
that it should be preserved intact near the 
spot where he completed his famous work. 
A large number of individual volumes is al- 
ready in possession of the Vaud Cantonal 
library at Lausanne where they have been 
since 1832. Nearly 1,400 volumes are intact 
at Geneva, after wanderings that have in- 
cluded a sojourn in the tower of a Swiss cas- 
tle. Gibbon’s books have an unusually close 
association interest, because of his careful 
method in selecting them, and his attachment 
which amounted to real affection for his li- 
brary. In his “Memoirs” he refers to his 
manner of selection, and his systematic book- 
buying. It was his custom to spend a large 
part of his quarterly allowance for books, and 
it was a rule to give each volume a most care- 
ful examination before placing it on_ his 
shelves. He wrote that he was not conscious 
of ever having bought a book from a “motive 
of ostentation.” 


A FirsT EDITION of Miguel de Cervantes’s 
“Novelas Ejemplares” (Exemplary Novels) 
published in 1613, has been found in the Na- 
tional Library of Bogota, Columbia, said to 
be one of only seven copies in existence. One 
of the few perfect copies is in the British Mu- 
seum and the libraries at Madrid and Cata- 
luna have perfect copies. One of the three 
remaining in private collections has many 
pages missing, and unfortunately this newly 
found copy lacks the first five pages of text, 
but otherwise is in fine condition. The book 
was already rare in the eighteenth century as 
the printer, Antonio Sancha, who was pre- 
paring the second edition, died before his 
work was done. The book bears a bookplate 
with the legend, “Ex libris Salva,’ and 
Brunet, speaking of “Novelas Ejemplares,” 
said: “The first editions of this novel are so 
rare that in 1828 Salva found only one copy 
in Spain.” It is pointed out that in view of 
the plate, this may be the copy just found. 


AN EXHIBITION of manuscripts, books, prints, 
silver racing cups, and other objects of art 
connected with sports, said to be the finest 
ever assembled, is now on view at The 
Rosenbach Company’s galleries at 15 East 
51st Street. For the first time the famous 
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illuminated manuscript, “Le Livre de |g 
Chasse” by Gaston de Foix, executed in ; 387 
for Philip the Bold, Duke of Burgundy, and 
later one of the prized possessions of Ferdj- 
nand and Isabella of Spain, has been placed 
on exhibition. Among the printed books js 
the first edition of Dame Juliana Berners 
the treatise on hawking and hunting known 
as the “Book of St. Albans,” the earliest Eng- 
lish sporting book, printed at St. Albans jn 
1486. There are also the rarest books of 
Turberville, Leonard, Mascall, Gervase Mark. 
ham, and others, issued in the 16th and 17th 
centuries, including many works on falconry, 
hawking, fishing, racing, cock fighting, shoot- 
ing, fox hunting, etc. There are also many 
of the rarest sporting books with colored 
plates, including a wonderful copy of Orme’s 
“British Field Sports,” many original draw- 
ings and books illustrated by Alken, Herring 
and Leech, and other great artists of the nine- 
teenth century; and two fine paintings by 
J. J. Audubon, with a superb set of his “Birds 
of America.” It may be noted that some 
of the finest of the English sporting subjects 
were sent in the eighteenth century to the 
Russian court, and the announcement has 
just been made for the first time of the pur- 
chase of the celebrated collection which be- 
longed to the royal Russian house and to the 
great Russian collectors, the Stroganoff 
family. This remarkable exhibition will be 
continued until March 31st.
